CAP-HAITIEN. Haiti— In the 
first deadly confrontation between 
U.S. troops and Haitians. Marines 
killed eight armed men outside a po- 
lice station Saturday night when the 
Haitians confronted the Marines’ 
evening patrol. 

— The sharp, quick nreflghl wos fol- 
lowcd by a' long siege dutsidcihc 
station, as the Marines tried to coax 
two wounded policemen out on the 
street. 

It wasn’t clear whether the men 
killed were police. Many civilian 
"attaches" work alongside Haitian 
police. 

A U.S. Murine, a Haitian who 
serves as an interpreter, was wound- 
ed in the leg. The injury was not 
coasidered serious. 


Lt. Col: Steve Hartley, the battal- 
ion commander, who arrived on the 
scene minutes alb^ the flrefight. said 
the platoon from Echo Company on 
patrol Itud slopped across the siteci 
from the station. 

- When armed mca came out of thc- 
stalion, 'Vonls‘were exchanged, and 
there was gunfire." Hartley said. 

Cpl, Mike Amcit:*a member of the 
platoon, stud armed men came out of 
the police nation and .opened fire. 

"Four guys came out from the 
front desk. saw. us and got spooked 
and lit up their weapons.” he said. 
"And wc teturoed tire." 

Eight Haitians were killed in all. 
Their bodies remained on the .street. 

Marines front that platoon had 


been patrolling the area around the - 
police st.'it^on tliroughoui the day, 
exchanging cun “Bonjours*' with 
the Haitian police stationed there 
before moving on. The shooting 
incident oceured about 7.p.m. as 
dusk fell. 

A quick reaction force immediate- 
ly responded, sealing off the notlh- 
'wcsl section of this city of 75.000 on - 
Haiti’s nonhem coast.. 

Civilians ran from the shooting, 
locking themselves behind shuKfred 
doom and windows. 

The night became eerily quid, ex- 
cept for the shout of Marines and the 
inccssant.ringing of phones from 
wiiliinihe police station.

Journey in vdld gives Job Corps members direction

BOISE — The teens and young adults in 
the University of Idaho's Wildcmes-s Discov- 
’cty program may not have read "Walden." But 
like Hepry David Tliorcau, they arc using na- 
ture's power to map out their lives. 

A total of 50 members of the Curlew- Job 
Corps Center in Washington .state participated 
in six difTercnt trips into .the wilds lust year. 
They learned about struggling, cooperating 
and analyzing their future in quiet reflection. 

' About 150 took part this year, including 


some from.ldaho. 

“It’ramazing'to see.” saidJohnHcndce.-di-^ 
rector of ihc University of Idaho's Wildcmc.ss 
Research Center. "They work as a l^nt. must 
listen and be listened to. It's wonderfully heal- 
ing and empowering." 

The Wilderness Discovery program is a co* 
operative cfTort of the university. Wa.shing- 
lon's Colville National Forest, the Jobs Corps 
unjicr the U.S. Department of Labor and tlic 
WILD Foundation. 

Tbe University of Idaho celebrated the 25tli 
anniversary of its Wilderness Research Center 


this month. It began in 19&9 with the school’s 
-acquisilion ofthc-Tavior-Ranch on-Big Creek in 
the central Idaho primitive area that t^me the 
Frank Church-River of No Return Y/ilJenicss. 

Jl is the nation's only univosity-o^ed wilder- 
ness lab. allowing biologists to do landmark rc- 
suorch on cougars, bobcats, owls and vegetation. 

Beyond that work. Mendec’s goal for the 
wilderness is human growth. 

The Wilderness Discovery participants, males 
and females 16 to 24. mostly come from impov- 
erished backgrounds. They voluntarily stay at 
the Job Corps center to learn trades and work to- 


ward a hi^^Khool equivalency diploma. 

Hendec s aid there are hundreds of programs 

taking ctiilOtcn and’a’dulls'lnto'ruggcd'arcas— 
for shock therapy, building up olTicc team- 
work or teaching wildemes.s skills. Perhaps the 
most famous is Outward Bound, putting 
youths to the test through mountain climbing 
and otlicr activities. 

“Most of them are in the private sector and 
very expensive.” Hcndcc said.."Wc think there’s 
a need to develop programs for other people."

, I Few predict the move signaks any 
^'ift full French re-integration into 
NATO's military structure. That 
would'surcly be seen as compromis- 
ing the unfettered independence of 
the French military deterrent, an idea 
that remains a strict political taboo in 
Paris. 

Still, both here at NATO head- 
quarters and in Paris. Leotard's pres- 
ence is considered significant. 

“It means something." said 
Dominique Moisi. deputy director of 
the French Institution of 
International Relations in Paris. “It 
means the French are aware that 
their previous policy was leading 
them to self-exclusion, that if they 
-wartted to have-some- influencc-rr: — 
they had to be present." • 

Added a senior NATO official 
here: "This |s a step in the right 
direction. It shows a new attitude on 
the part of France." 

It is also likely that Leotard's 
presence will more than merely sym- 
bolic. 

"He’s not just going to Seville to 
listen, he's going to take the lead in 
discussions about Bosnia- 
Herzegovina (where France has the 
single largest^ontingent of U.N. 
peacekeepers) and on security con- 
cerns in the Mediterranean,'' this 
same NATO official declared. “He'll 
be trying to say that Algeria is a

B/oth for NATO and for France, 
this increasingly active French role 
is important. 

— FoMhe-alliancCi-participationuiot— 
only would add the clout of what by

"We also intend-to spend some lime 
enjoying ourselves," said Major, who 
invited Yeltsin to be the flrsl Russian 
leader-to stay at Chequers, the prime 
minister's official count^.estaie. 

Yeltsin said relations with.Britatn were 
harmonious, and "I do not recall a single 
serious issue'where we are not in agiee^ 
ment.” ' ' 

I'The time has come to compare notes. 
We have signed quite a numbtf of agree- 
ments and taken-port in talks. Now we. 
- need this opportunity to compare whether 
we are going in the ri^l direction.** ^id 
Yeltsin, speaking in Russian. 

Before Yeltsin's departure, Russian 
Foreign Ministry spokesman Grigory. 
Knrosin said the talks with Major would 
be “studiedly informal." 

Looking forward to his arrival in the 
United States today, Yeltsin said he will 
be seeking allies in corporate America. 

Yeltsin and President Clinton will each 
•address the U.N. General Assembly 
Monday. 

Yeltsin then goes to Washington for a 
round of meetings that will include 
... Russian and American business leaders. - 

"Our partnership isn't vciy pragmatic 
for Russia. It's more talk — and even 
sometimes pressure,’* Yeltsin' com- 
plained. 

Looking tan and rested after his voca- 
tion in southern Russia. Yeltsin said 
Russia and the United States "have to 
switch their partnership, especially in the 
economic sphere onto a pragmatic 
track.*’ 

American officials and business people 
complain that investing iffiRussia is risky 
because of organized crime, conflicting 
legislation and unpredictable taxes.

Loeksmith-reveals^eMe^s-vision 
of future Paris in 1860s

j PARIS •— The year was 1 863, and 
Jules Veme decided to take a break 
from writing popular adventure talcs 
to try his hand at prophecy. 

He peered a century into the 
, ftiture and saw tli,e streets of Paris 
hammed with automobiles. He also 
envisioned moss transit systems, the 
electric chair, even the fax machine. 
Yet his glimpse of the modem world 
^yas bleak and morose, depicting a 
society run by bureaucrats and 
Philistines who trample classical 
.culturci in their frenzied pursuit' of 
money, technology and power. 

Verne’s publisher. Picrre-Jules 
Hctzcl, took one look* at "Paris in the 
,2bth Ccnluiy" and advised the 35- 
year-old author to scrap it. "You 
took on an impossible task, and you 
!did not pull it ofT. Nobody will ever 
believe your prophecies.” 

! Dutifully. Veme turned his atten- 


tion back to concocting the fantastic 
adventures at which he excelled. He 
went on to write more than 60 nov- 
els, including such classics os 
"Around the World in 80 Days" and 
"20,000 Leagues Under the Sea," 
conjuring with his fertile imagina- 
tion such marvels os moon travel 
and submarine explorations. But he 
never bothered to resurrect his futur- 
istic novel about the heroic poet 
Michel, who becomes a homeless 
vagabond after a fruitless odysscy.in 
search of an enlightened society. 

The unpublished novel was con- 
signed to a one-ton safe by Veme's 
son Michel, and historians assumed 
it was destroyed during World War 
II. When Verne's great-grandson 
Jean put the family house in .Toulon 
up for sale in 1989, he did not know* 
what to do with the heavy strong- 
box. "No one wonted it. Everyone 
thought it was empty and useless. It 
was locked and the key had been 


lost.” he told the Paris daily 
Infomaiin. 

Nonetheless, Jean Verne sum- 
moned a locksmith who took nearly 
three hours to force open the ufe. 
Inside, (hey discovered several let-. ■ 
ters, 0 notebook and a dusty manu- 
script bearing Veme’s neat penman- 
ship and Helzcl's damning com- 
ments on the margin. The (ext was 
quickly verifled by Veme special- 
ists; after a long bidding war. 
Hachcttc/Lc Cherchc Midi pub- 
lished the novel this week under 
Verne’s original title — 131 years 
after it was written. , . 

The I'nystcry opus offers astonish- 
ing testimony to Veme's .uncanny 
prescience about the evolution of 
science and technology in the mod- . 
em world. And while Veme’s por- 
trait of Paris in 1963 may not have 
been entirely accurate, it Was dose 
enough to put the tic to his publish- 
er's criticism.

A spate of new polls in the past

poll. Nine percent say government 
can't be trusted at all. 

A Times Mirror Center poll says 
only 33 percent think elected olTicials 
care about their beliefs. Just 42 per-

thirds are convinced Washington 
needs ndw leaders. 

Clearly, there’s a volcano brewing 
under American politics that could 
leave a lot of unemployed politicians 
in its wake.

- hide his face, the Rev. Gerard Jean* 
Juste emerged from his secret hiding 
place this week to join hundreds of 
-compatriots welcoming U.S. troops.- ' 

It was the first time in three years 
.the founding member and first exec- 
utive director of the Haitian Refugee 
Center in Miami was able to expiess 
his support in public for ousted 
President Jcan-Bcrtnmd Aristide. 

But the disguise showed that his 
optimism — (ike that of many 
Aristide supponars — is leavened 
with wariness. 

Until Aristide returns and the 
country is stabilized, Jean-Juste says 
he will remain in hiding. 

He is worried that the U.S. pact 
with Haiti’s military rulers could 
turn out to be a mistake. He isiclatcd 
that his beloved president will be 


coming home. — but chagrined that 
it is taking a U.S. military occupa-' 
- tion to accomplish it. ’ 

••Patriotically, I cannot cope with 
it. I*m humiliated.” he said. ••But 
pragmatically and as a niattcr-of- 
facl, 1 have to live with ir, deal with 
it. exploit it; make it turn' to posi- 
tive." 

Jean-Juste, 48, was the most vocal 
leader of South FIorida.’s Haitian 
community for more than a decade. 
He founded the still-influential 
refug'ee centefi but was perhaps best 
known for his ability, using little 
more than a bull horn, to create an 
instant street .demonstration.. 

He did it when Haiti’s politics 
turned unstable. He did it when the 
South Florida Haitian exile commu- 
nity was slighted. He did it oHcn. 

For instance, in 1990. word 
.spread that a Cuban-American 
shopowner had beaten a Haitian- 
American customer — a woman the 


owner suspected of shopIiRing — m 
a store on the. putskirts of Little

Jean-Juste and his bullhorn gath- 
ered a crowd to picket the store. It 
turned into a small riot, which Jean- 
Juste tried to quell. • ' 

Yet the beating turned intola 
cause for him. For.’days aflcrwar^. 
he led smaller, calmer protests seed- 
ing criminal charges against the 
shop owner. ' •

rated as. Haiti’s first freely elected 
president in 1991. Jean-Juste wqs 
called to Haiti. - ; 

Aristide’s government had nine 
Cabinet dcp'drirhcnU.'Hc asked Jean- '

Department.” Haitians living abroad. 

In that role. Jean-Juste sought 
political- suppon for Aristide's gov- 
ernment, and international money, 
investments for the country’s crod^ 
economy.

The only thing better, it seemetT' 
would be not having to work at all. 
This wasn’t Just a pipe dream; 
Rende's two friends, Kenneth and 
Robert Alberton. had actually pulled 
it off. Kenneth Alberton was a 46- 
year-old retiree. Me had IcR the New 
York City Police Department eight 
years earlier on a disability pension. 
Robert Alberton. 54. was already 
living ill j-'lagler Beach. He'd retired 
in lWXi*fi-om his position as a city' 
supervisor and was living on his 
own disability pensmit. 

According to a statement Rende 
later gave the FBI. both brothers 
told him they had faked their dis- 
abilities. All three say the scheme to 
include Rende on the gravy train 
was hatched on frequent hunting 
and fishing trips together. 

Rende. 3K. hud flirted with poten- 
tial disability himself sevenil years 
earlier, when he developed a cy.si 
ganglion on his-'right wrist. It's a 
benign growth, which he'd-4iad 
removed, but a cyst at that spot, and 
the,,.surgery to remove it, posed a 
risk' of subtle damage to tendons 
and nerves that could ufTect the tine' 
dexterity and feel he needed to per-y 
fonn ontl surgery. / 


h Such a disability would be hard 
• to prove. Any pain or loss of finger 
, function would appear highly sub- 
jective, and Rende had continued to 
practice dentistry successfully for 
some years afier the surgery. For an 
undisputed disability, something 
. more catastrophic was in. order. 
Like, say, losing a finger.. 

"D,r. iRende i incubated and 
hatched the insurance-fraud scheme 
and went us far as to suggest how 
the finger could be removed with 
the least amount of discomfort and 
physical danger." according to h' 
statement filed in federal court on 
behalf of the brotijers Alberton. The • 
idea progrestled ffom shooting him- 
self in the hand, to having several of 
his fingers cut or shot off. lb the 
simpler stroke of ju.st lopping off 
the top half ofhis index finger. 

Rende, of course, would know 
how to numb the finger with 
' painkillers and liow to stanch the 
' bleeding on’the way to the hospital. 

. In May 1992. Kenneth Alberton 
took out a S1.3. million policy with 
State Farm Fire & Casualty Co. The 
policy supplemented his homeown- 
er's insurance and would cover him 
in ea.se he injured another person. 

The deed was done Feb. 9. 1993. on 
St. Augustine Beach. Circumstances 
surrounding Ihe chop are in dispute, 
hut the chop itself was made by hold- 
ing Rende's right hand on a chopping 
block by the wrist, according to court 
documents. Kenneth Alberton held 
down the doc's hand and balanced an 
/ax above Ihe middle knuckle ofhis 
/right index finger: |<obert Alberton— 
/ then pounded, the ax).with a sledge- 
' ;hantmer, court papers'say. It look iw^ 
blows to complete the job.

' "Other societies value older peo- 
ple," said Simone Azure, addictions 
counselor and director of alcohol 
and drug treatment program at 
Canyon View. "Ours doesn't, al- 
though that's changing a little. If 
you're old. it's easy to get de-- 
pressed, and if you're depressed, it's 
easy to drink." 

' “Thnt's the irony," Mauldin said. 
"Millions of older people arc self- 
mcdicaiing their depression with al- 
cohol, which is a powcrrul deprcs- 
sant.” 

'Phe number of older alcohol 
abusers, estimuted'at up to 2.3 mil- 
lion Americans in 1989. is' predicted 
to double over the next SO years, the 
Sun-Sentinel reported. • ■ 

"While the elderly constitute 1 1 
.percent of the general population, re- 
search has shown they consume over 
25 percent of all medications," Dan 
Segal, a clinical supervisor at the 
Nova Community Clinic for Older 
Adults in Lauderdale, Lakes, Fla., 


told' the Fort Lauderdale newspaper. 
"When you Start mixing this, with 
high rates of alcoholism; it really be- 
comes a nfueh worse problem." 

Alcohol poses special problems 
for older adults. ' . 

And they can develop those prob- 
lems even though they are not dnnk- 
ing more than they had in the put. A 
person's total body water decreases 
os he age^, which means he docs not 
have to drink as much as a younger 
person to reach the same bloM-alcor ’ 
hoi level. • 

On top of that,, chronic drinkers 
are probably courting liver darnage; 
doctors and addictions counselors 
say, and they are likely , losing their 
tolerance for alcohol, lliat con mean 
a half a, beer can make a person 
prone to falling down the stairs. 


"If you keep drinking, it will kill 
you, one way or another,” Azure 
said. “It won’t say in your obituary 
in the paper that you died of alco-' 
holism; it’ll say you had a heart at- 


tack or died of inteifuhbieeding. But 
it’s the booze that will lull you.” 

It's a chicken-egg question 
whether retirement-induced depres- 
sion or alcoholism come fust. Walk- 
er ,_for one, believes that alcoholics, 
are bom headed for trouble.

Before Americans get loo worked 
‘ up about the state of the language 
today, James Hala, a professor of 
medieval language ut Drew 
University in New Jersey, would 
jike us to take a historical view of 
taboo words. 

Iri the late 1800s and.carly 1900s, 
Americans were so prudish that 
mentioning the word “leg" in mixed 
company was forbidden. The mere 
thought of a leg was apparently so 
provocative that piano legs were 
‘ called piano liinb.s..And some peo- 
ple went so far as to make little 
pahtaloSns for their piano, legs to 
prevent wicked tlioughts. 

Likewise, "our word drunistick or 
'dark meat' comes from the refusal 
,to .say leg. And 'white meal' comes 
: from' the refusal to .sny ‘breast,'” 
'Halasuid... 

Because it wasn't considered 
polite to say "bull" in front.of a 
_Iiulyj£UlicJatcJi!tlLund.early_20ili_ 
centuries, a bull wa.s oBcn' called a 
“top cow” or “hc-nnimol.” 

Even the advent of World War II 
changed language. Returning sol- 
diers came home with many new 
expressions — most of them curse 
words. But the war also loosened 
up people when it came to the word 
"pregnant." Before World' War II. 
pregnant women wcrc.said to be 
"expecting" or "in confinement.” 

In the 1960s, rock *n’ Toll pushed 
the boundaries of good taste even 
further. When the Rolling Stones 
appeared on The Ed Sullivan Show 
in January 1967, they were told that 
they could not sing the words 
"Let's Spend the Night Together." 
Reluctantly, lead singer Mick 
Jagger changed his tune to “Lei's 
SpviRl donie lime i ogelher. " ,Hc 
rolled'his eyes on uir, but pacified 
Sulliv.'m. 

And don't forget, .said Hala, that 
when the Beatles' .song VA Day in 
the Life" was released, it was 
banned from radio in.

Establishing guidelines 

Some parents set rules on when daughters can start looking grown-up

Samantha Toler wears a body- 
hugging floral body.suit and black 
leggings, a gold heart pendant, l^nd 
a ponyta'il gathered up in a bright 
pink scrunchie as she sho'ps at Wal- 
Mart. 

The perfect final touches would 
be bright high heels and makeup, 
but not this day. Not even this year 
— or this century, for that nialicr. 

Samantha is 6. And her mom. 
Domoni Toler, says that makeup her 
daughter plays with and the heels 
*shc covets won't makg public 
appearances until Samantha is 15. 

■ Domoni Toler, of Colorado 
^Springs. Colo., says setting limits 
■“now for her daughter is important. 

"If I don’t set a rule, she's going 
to make it up 'herself, and then I'll 
have a cohnict," she says. -"One day 
she’ll come out with makeup on and 
say. 'You never said 1 couldn’t.'” 

Makeup, high heels, bras, shaved 
legs and pierced ears represent mile- 
.stones in most girls,’ lives. They 
mark a passage from little-girl inno- 
cence to big-girl sophistication and 
sexuality — precisely the things that 
make parents ners ous. 

Talking about those issues isn’t 
easy, but parcr^ting experts'say it’s 
crucial. 

"Innocence is .such a wonderful 
thing, and to see your kid lose their 
■'innocence is a crushing thing,-’’- says 
Jim Fay. coauthor of "Parenting 
With Love and Logic.” "You want 
to put it 'off. Some put it off too 
long. Others^ as a way of avoiding 
conflict, -give in Jnd say. ’sThat’s 
— how-kids-are-nowadaysr^ : — ; 

Because of different parentjpg 
styles, earlier physical development 
and greater media influence, many 
of today’s 13-ycar-olds look like 
yesterday’s 16-year-olds. A few 
generations ago. many girls weren't 
allowed to get their ears pierced 
until they were teens. Now. many 
parents have their daughters’ cars 
pierced in infancy. Sixth- and sev- 
enth-graders commonly wear make- 


up. Nylons, once a big deal, aren't 
anymore. 

But some purems still try to con- 
tinue a long tradition of setting ages 
at which, their daughters may begin 
to wear grown-up things or start 
grown-up grooming rituals, 

Tera Cox, 11. can’t wail to start 
shaving her legs. .Ask her why. and 
she wrinkles up her nose and 
assumes an incredulous look. 

■’Because' my legs are so hair.." 
she says, as though it's obvious. Do 
her sixth-grade classmates at Sabin 
Junior High in Colorado Springs 
shaVe their legs'.’ 

"Oh. all of them do. They started 
last year." she say.s. 

Tcra's mom. Juli Cox, is holding 
her to the same rules .she was held 
to: No leg-shaving until she’s 12. no 
dating until she's 16. 

But Juli remembers that the wait 
seemed like un eieniity. "It seems so 
young when you’re the .mother, but 
I when you're 12. it feels so old." 

Setting an age at which a child 
cams the right to do or wear some- 
ithing can be a good idea, if the rea- 
soning is well thought out. says 
Colorado Springs psychologist 
Doug Frost, who specializes in life 
changes. "It depends bn how it's 
perceived; Is it an arbitrary rule iliai 
the parent has invented, or does it 
have a purpose that’s been 
explained and understood'.’ There’s 
certainly value in having a point in 

time like getting-a-driver-s 

license at 16 — that niake.s sense 
out of it. that’s consistent. There’s a 
lot of value hi having a marker,' 

Some say behavioral maturity 
should determine when a girl 
-ossumeS'grown-up-aecouiremcntsT— 
Fay, speaking from the Cline/Fay 
Love and Logic Institute in Golden. 
Colo., says. "We should be more 
concerned about their skill level and 
behavior than their age. If they have 
good, workable plans to take care of 
icmpiaiiuns, they may bo ready. 
They may bo 14 and ready, or may 
be 20 and not.” 

That’s the approach Nancy 
Weiland lakes with her daughters 


Lara. 12, and Julia. 10. Although 
Lara licks off her image-related 
rules; "I'm not allowed to wear 
short shirts, or loo-short shorts or 
anything too low cut." her mother 
says limits are loosely set. 

., "I think it has to be geared to the 
individual ehild.” she .says. She 
give.s the girls direction, but says 
they lend to "self-regulaic.” 

For example, the girls want to 
wear makeup, but their mother 
urges them to lake it slow. Lam. a 
sevenih-grader. seems to agree.

As he roams the halls of East Middle

dle school level cun get nasty. 

Connelly prides himself not just on 
intervening before things get out of 
hand but also on talking to the kids 
'afierwards. about why they wanted Jo 
fight in the first place. Almost always 
their explanatioix is the some: - 

"I didn't really want to fight. It just 
kinda happened.” 

’ Connelly believes 'll just kiqda hap- 
pened” is how u lot of preteens and 
adolesccnt.s get into trouble.

Despite OK, power plant still on drawing board

MOUNTAIN HOME > Allhouglt 
Rosebud Enterprises Inc. has gotten 
approval from the Idaho Public 
Utilities Commission to develop a 
coke-burning plant, when the plant is 
built remains unknown. 

Still. Rosebud wants to fire up the 
plant outside Mountain Home bv 
1999. 

The plant wo'uld burn coke, the 
residue Icfi aficrcoal.or petroleum is 
processed. Smoke from*the plant 


would drill over the Magic Valley. 

The Rosebud plant would generate 
4U megawatts of electricity that the 
company w*^1d sell to Idaho Power. 

But Idaho Power has argued it 
doesn't want tiie electricity and may 
.appeal the commission's decision. 

Rosebud Vice President Owen 
Orndorffsaid his company must w ail 
lb see if Idaho Power appeals the 
ilecision. 

If the utility doesn't. Rosebud can 
try to raise the $80 million to $100 
million necded'to build the plant. 

Rosebud is also proposing to 


develop a similar plant in southeast^ 
Idaho. This second coke-burning - 
plant was planned for Areo. but the 
company recently decided to build 
the plant near Montpelier. Rosebud 
wants to sell eleetrieily from this sec- 
,ond plant lo Pacific C’orp., a northern 
Otali utility. 

The waste coke would come from 
oil refineries in Moniiiiui. 

"If you build the correct plant to 
use waste, coke, then it's not a 
waste," OniiiorlT said, 

. Idaho Power. Attorney Bart Kline 
said the utility isn't planning to 


appeal the commission's decision. 

-.But Idaho Power doesn’t jike 
Rosebud's plans. 

"Idaho Power is pretty clear that it 
doesn’t need additional resources, 
certainly not like this." Kline said. 
"Wc also believe the rales we'd have 
to pay Ro.sebud are higher than other 
sources of power.”

The item in question is the bank 
money market acemini. which 
holds an aggregate pool of. some 
S.16.1 billion, according to the lat- 
est Jala from the Federal Reserve. 

Money market deposit 
accounts, or MMDAs. were creat- 
ed in the early lO.SOs by lawmak- 
ers overhauling financial regula- 
tions to allow banks to compci.c 
with the upstart money market 
mutual funds. 

.-\nd for aboul-u decade, that's 
pretty much what MMDAs did. 
ulTering yields that compcied fair- 
ly closciy with those' of money 
funds while boasting the great 
comparativ e advantage of federal 
deposit insurance.

Advisers struggle trying to map 
out ‘safe’ course for investing

In ibc 1940s, when many people 
believed women shouldn’t become 
surgeons, Martha MacGufHc still 
wanted to-be one. ' Her dean at 
Columbia University College of , 
Physicians and Surgeons told her nu 
one would train a woman surgeon, 
but agreed to write a recommenda- 
tion for her. 

At each of her job interviews, sur- 
geons chuckled after reading the 
short note, baffling MucCuffie until 
the fourth .interviewer, who had 
burst out laughing, read it to her. 

•*To whom it may concern." it . 
.read..itihis.womun,is.Jarge. powerful. . 
and tireless." 

MacGufllcgot all four jobs. Since 
' then, her admirers say, she has more 
than lived up to those words. 

During her 70 years, she has 
establish^ a volunteer group to help 
fight disease and death in Africa, run 
u research luhorator>'. and traveled 
thc Third- World xvith relief-organr- — 
zaiions — while maintaining a thriv- 
ing medical practice in which a 
patient’s ability to pay was never an 
object. 

Recently, she developed a line of 
skin care products to help prevent 
skin cancer. 

In her practice., reconstructive and 
plastic surgery, she cares for the ter- 
ribly injured and burned, the most 
‘difficult cases, working in the north- 
ern New York suburbs. 

And she has been the ultimate 
working mother, raising eight chil- 
dren. She ulso has nine grandchil- 
dren.

The five ac-- ■ 
cused rapists in Gouvemeur, N.Y.; 
would count as five successes'on paper. 

. We have a right to expect that our 
prosecutors are willing and able to take 
a case to trial not only in high-profile 
cases but also whenever it is necessary 
to assure an adequate sentence. Instead, 
what we get too often are press releases. 

' We can and must hold prosecutors and 
judg'es accountable whep they fail to do 
their jobs. We need to start treadng the 
elections of prosecutors and judges os 
being ac least as critical to our lives as 
the elecdons of mayors and governors. 
And we need to evaluate governors on . 
their judicial appointments.
